AMENDMENT TO THE COCHIN PORT EMPLOYEES CLASSIFICATION , 

CONTROI. & APPEAL ) REGULATIONS, 1914 
1. (a ) These regulations may be called the Cochin Port Employees 
(Classification , Control & Appeal) Amendment Regiuations, 1974 . 

(b ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
official Gazette . 

2. In the Cochin Port Employees (Classification , Control & Appeal) 
Regulations, 1964, -- 

( a ) for sub-regulation ( 1) of regulation 6 , the following sub- regulation 
shall be substituted : 
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" (1) All posts under the Board other than those ordinarily held by 
persons to whom these regulations do not apply, shall by a general or special 
order of the Board be classified as follows : 
Class I posts, that is to say, posts carrying a pay or a scale of pay the 

maximum of which is more than Rs. 1,099. 
Class II posts, that is to say, posts carrying a pay or a scale of pay the 

maximum of which is more than Rs. 650 but not more than 

Rs. 1,099. 
Class III posts , that is to say, posts carrying a pay or a scale of pay the 

maximum of which is more than Rs. 160 but not more than 

Rs. 650 . 
Class IV posts, that is to say, posts carrying a pay or a scale of pay the 

maximum of which is not more than Rs. 160." 
(b ) for regulation 7, the following regulation shall be substituted : 

“ 7. Appointments to Class I posts.- ( 1) All appointments to Class I posts 
under the Board (other than post covered by clause (a ) of sub- section (1) 
of section 24 of the Act] shall be made by the Chairman . 

(2) All appointments to posts covered by clause (a ) of sub - section ( 1) 
of section 24 of the Act shall bemade by the Central Government after con 
sultation with the Chairman ." 

( c) for the existing Schedule, the Schedule attached to these regulations 
shall be substituted. 

(d) in regulation (9 ), for sub -regulation (2) including the proviso 
thereunder, the following sub-regulation shall be substituted : 
" (2 ) The order of suspension shall be made 
(a) in the case of an employee holding a post referred to in clause 

(a) of sub- section ( 1) of section 24 of the Act, by the Chairman ; 
(b) in any other case by the appointing authority : 
Provided that no such order relating to an employee referred to in clause 
(a ) shall have effect until it is approved by the Central Government.” 

(e) in sub-regulation (3) of regulation 9, for the word Board , in both 
the places where it occurs , the word "Chairman shall be substituted . 

(f) in sub-regulation ( 1) of regulation 14, for the word Board , the 
word Chairman shall be substituted . 

(g ) in regulation 15 , 
(i) in clause (iii), for the word Board , the word Chairman shall 

be substituted ; 
(ii) in the proviso , for the words a Head of a Department , the 

words an employee holding a post referred to in clause (a ) of 
sub -section (1) of section 24 of the Act shall be substituted . 
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(h ) regulation 17 shall be deleted . 

(i) in regulation 19, for sub -regulation (2) including the proviso 
thercunder, the following sub-regulation shall be substituted : 

" (2 ) Any employce of a Board aggrieved by an order involving his redu 
ction in rank , removal or dismissal may, within the time mentioned in regu 
lation 21 and in the manner laid down in regulation 22, profer an appeal 

(a ) to the Central Government, where such order is passed by the 

Chairman ; 
(b ) to the Chairman , where such order is passed by the appointing 

authority : 
Provided that where the person who has passed the order becomes, by 
virtue of his subsequent appointinent as the Chairman, the appellate authority 
in respect of the appeal against the order, such person shall forward the appeal 
to the Central Government and the Central Government in relation to that 
appealshall be deemed to be the appellate authority for the purposes of this 
regulation." 
(i) in regulation 28 , clause ( ii) under sub-regulation ( 1) shall be deleted .
